THE MYSTERY OF. THE

‘ ORIGIN AND. COMPOSITION, 


The meteoric stone, weighing seven 


tons, which -hns just reached Aberdeen |» 


from Greenland, where it’ fell trom the 
skies many years ago, is an exceptionally 
big thing of its kind, and astronomers 
and. geologists will be curious’ to: know 
exactly of what materials it is composed, 
The. largest meteorite ever actually seen 
to fall onthe earth was one that fell in 
Hungary sixty years ago, the weight of 
which was just ‘over o quarter of a ton, 


Others have been’ found (the Composition 
of, which clearly suggests their meteoric 
origin) much larger—one in Mexico esti- 
mated td’ weigh fifty tons, and another, 
brought fram Greenland by the late 
Commander Peary, which turned the scale 
nt 36} tons. * ” 


But tha great majority of meteorites 
| wade’ only a fow pounds, though, as their 
fall is always’ preceded by a Joud, explo- 
sion, those that reagh the carth are 
almost certainly fragments of a hage Ynass 
disintegrated by the intense heat yeno- 
rated by its encounter with the earth’s 
atmosphere some fifty miles above’ the 
ground. The largest known, to have 
fallen in ‘this country ‘came to carth in 
Yorkshire, a few miles from Bridlington, 
im 1795, the weight of‘which was:.8é lbs. 
It is among the meteoric collection in the 
Natural’ History Museum. 


No meteorite has ever been found 
which contains substances not found in 
the carth.» Over thirty terrestrial ele- 
ments have been definitely Iqcated in 
meteorites, including iron, nearly always 
alloyed with nickel. calcium, carbon. 
magnesium,’ oxygen,” phosphorus, “arsenic, 
potassium, hydrogen, and sulphur; while, 
in a few, minute quantities.of gold, silver, 
capper, and the rare metal platinum are 
also: present.” : 

“AN EARTH ORIGIN 

The, origin of metcorites is a problem 
yet to be solved, but it is almost certain 
that they were ejected from a volcano 
on one of the planets, But dynamical 
considerations makes it very improbable 
that any plinet other than the earth 
could in this way propel meteorites into 
space that would ‘ultimately ‘fall on the 
earth... The late Sir Robert Ball mathe- 
maticnlly investigated this problem, ‘and 
came to the conclusion that these bodies 
originated in terrestrial” volcanic out- 
bursty ages gd, and that when they.now 
fall on the earth they aro returning’ to 
tneir birthplace. Any such bodies eject- 
ed with great velocit¥ from a terréstrial 
volcano would pursue elliptical orbits 
rourid the'sun, but once in covery, revolu- 
tion they would return to the point of 
their origin and’ cross the garth's orbit, 
and évery. meteorite mecting the earth, at 
this critical junction would inevitably be, 
dragged back to the earth, whence. it 
started its career. The chances of such 
cucounters with the earth in the case of a 
meteorite originating on ‘any other 
planet are so’ slight that Sir Robert Ball. 
dismissed the extra-terrestrial origin of 
micteorites as very improbable. - 


‘CARRIERS OF LIFE-GERMS. 
But admitting thit’some of these bodies

Many ,yeaty ago Lord Kelvin’ put: for- 
ward the hypothesis that the origin of 
life-on the earth was due to germs 
brought here from another planet, by 
motedrites. But few scientists agreed 
with Lord Kelvin, the main objections 
being that no form of life could survive 
the’ intense cold: of planetary space or 
the destroying effect of the ultra-violet 
rays from the stars. But it hos since. 
been proved that many seeds and spores 
of bacteria can survive temperatures as 
low as 250 deg, below the “Centigrade 
zero, and: that at such frigid temperatures, 
life is not destroyed, but suspended, the 
germinative power diminishing no more 
‘in a. million years at minus 220 deg. 
Centigrade than in o.single day at aver‘ 
age winter temperatures. os, 
PROF. BECQUEREL'S EXPERIMENTS 
.. But the’ ultra-violet ray objection has 
not yet been disposed of. Professor 
Beequerel immersed bacteria in liquid air 
at'a temperature of 212 deg. below Centi-. 
‘grade zero without destroying thei, ‘but 
not one, of these bacteria,’ so tenacious 
of life at.low temperatures; survived ex- 
pogure to pitra-violet rays for Hix -hours. 
‘It may be that there is some’, unknown:
